Balancing  the  Budget 
Rochester  Crunches  Numbers  for  1999 


In  accordance  with  a  budget  calendar  established 
earlier  in  the  year  by  the  Finance  Committee  (FinCom) 
and  Board  of  Selectmen,  Rochester's  Executive  Secretary 
has  submitted  budget  recommendations  for  fiscal  year 
1999  (FY99). 

The  recommendations,  sent  out  to  both  the 
Selectmen  and  FinCom  members  last  week,  calls  for  a 
$14,812  surplus  in  the  FY99  operating  budget.  The 
amount  assumes  a  4  percent  increase  in  the  Rochester 
Memorial  School  budget,  which  as  of  press  time  was  not 
yet  submitted. 

"When  (the  Selectmen  and  FinCom)  met  on 
March  16,  there  was  a  projected  deficit  of  around 
$115,000,"  said  Executive  Secretary  Russell  J.  Dean.  "The 
two  boards  set  a  goal  earlier  this  year  to  attempt  to 
balance  the  budget  without  the  use  of  Free  Cash  (surplus 
revenue).  That  way,  we  can  increase  the  Stabilization 
Fund  and  use  Free  Cash  to  fund  one-time  capital  items. 
It's  fiscal  policy  that  makes  sense." 

Mr.  Dean  said  the  newly-formed  Capital  Outlay 
Committee  has  been  meeting  on  a  regular  basis  and  is 
about  to  forward  its  recommendations  to  the  Selectmen 
and  FinCom.  Mr.  Dean  is  also  a  committee  member. 
"We've  got  about  $250,000  worth  of  recommendations  for 
capital  items,"  he  said.  "The  funding  source  of  virtually 
all  of  these  items  is  going  to  be  Free  Cash." 

Rochester  recently  had  its  FY97  Free  Cash 
certified  by  the  Department  of  Revenue  at  $893,997.  The 
FinCom  is  leaning  toward  recommending  the  maximum 
amount  allowable  by  law  to  be  placed  in  the  Stabilization 
Fund  —  an  amount  of  $406,338.  This  amount  would  also 
come  from  Free  Cash.  The  Selectmen  have  already  voted 
their  intentions  to  recommend  the  maximum  amount  be 
placed  in  the  Stabilization  Fund. 

"The  town  has  so  many  long-range  needs  that  it 
makes  sense  to  build  up  our  reserves,"  Mr.  Dean  said. 
"We've  virtually  outgrown  Town  Hall,  we're  looking  at  a 
public  safety  facility,  senior  center,  highway  barn,  future 
school  expansion,  and  the  Old  Rochester  Regional 
Facilities  Plan  was  just  published.  These  are  all  big  ticket 
items  that  will  probably  consume  the  taxpayers'  attention 
in  the  next  few  years." 

Mr.  Dean  has  projected  revenues  of  $8,198,810  for 
Fiscal  Year  1999.  Expenditures  are  projected  at  $8,183,998 
—  a  difference  of  $14,812. 

"This  is  to  assist  the  Finance  Committee,"  Mr. 
Dean  said.  "They  still  have  the  final  say  on 
recommendations  to  Town  Meeting." 

There  is  also  the  issue  of  several  elected  officers' 
budgets,  which  have  also  been  recommended. 

"The  evaluation  process  was  the  same 
throughout,"  he  said.  "I  would  expect  some  criticism, 
mainly  because  this  hasn't  been  done  before.  But  the  main 
issue  isn't  so  much  the  department  budgets  as  the  overall 


need  to  have  a  sound  fiscal  plan  for  the  residents  of  the 
town.  I  think  the  Selectmen  and  Finance  Committee  are 
fully  aware  of  that,  as  are  other  town  officials." 

The  Selectmen,  FinCom,  and  Capital  Outlay 
Committee  were  slated  to  meet  on  Monday,  March  23  at 
7:30  pm  to  discuss  the  budget  further.

The  first  order  of  business  on  the  agenda  was  an 
appointment  with  Eleanor  Lewis  who  is  the  Mattapoisett 
representative  to  the  Old  Colony  Regional  Vocational  District 
School  Committee. 

Ms.  Lewis  came  before  the  board  to  introduce  herself 
to  those  whom  she  had  not  met,  and  to  inform  them  that  she 
is  seeking  re-appointment.

Ms.  Lewis  gave  a  the  board  a  brief  description  about 
her  background.  She  is  a  Registered  Nurse  by  profession,  has 
a  Bachelor  of  Science  and  Masters  of  Business  degree. 
Currently,  she  is  the  Director  of  Home  Care  Operations  at 
Morton  Hospital. 

She  explained  that  she  is  quite  happy  representing 
the  school.  "It's  a  fantastic  facility,"  she  said,  "it's  very  easy  to 
represent." 

She  would,  however,  like  to  see  more  students 
enrolled  within  the  vocational  part  of  the  school,  which 
currently  has  approximately  30  students.  She  boasts  that  the 
school  has  an  exceptional  culinary  arts  department  with  a 
bakery  and  a  cosmetology  department,  among  several  other 
fields  of  study.  She  encourages  residents  of  the  tri-town  area 
take  advantage  of  these  offerings. 

Ms.  Lewis  also  added  that  the  vocational  school  has 
a  very  low  drop  out  rate  of  .8  percent  and  a  very  high 
percentage  go  on  to  pursue  higher  education.  She  referred  to 
a  current  vocational  student  who  has  recently  received  a 
scholarship  to  a  prominent  university  for  the  sum  of  $160,000. 

The  board  was  quite  impressed  by  the  information 
about  the  school,  encouraged  her  to  continue  her  work,  and 
looked  forward  to  encouraging  more  students  to  attend  in  the 
future.

The  board  first  met  with  Frank  Cerkovitz,  Paula 
Tosca,  and  Jeff  Tosca  of  Cross  Neck  Road  regarding  the  Point 
Road /Cross  Neck  Road  sewer  extension. 

According  to  Mr.  Cerkovitz,  when  he  and  Mr.  and 
Ms.  Tosca  first  signed  on  to  connect  to  the  so-called  Point 
Road  sewer  extension,  they  were  led  to  believe  that  they 
would  be  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  only  1700  feet  of 
the  sewer  line.  But  when  they  recently  were  asked  to  sign  an 
agreement  with  the  Point  Road  Sewer  Association,  they  were 
being  asked  to  maintain  a  5000-foot  section  of  sewer  line. 

"(The  Point  Road  Sewer  Association)  never  told  us  it 
was  going  another  3000  feet,"  said  Jeff  Tosca.  "We  initially 
agreed  to  cover  the  maintenance  for  1700  feet  of  sewer  line." 

"We  don't  feel  we  should  be  in  a  maintenance 
agreement  for  the  whole  line,"  Mr.  Cerkovitz  said.  "We  want 
a  parallel  line  to  tie  into  the  same  location  ...  servicing  the  rest 
of  Cross  Neck  Road." 

But  the  board  agreed  that  they  couldn't  really  get 
involved  in  what  was  a  private  matter  between  residents. 
"This  is  a  private  agreement  that  the  town  is  not  directly 
involved  in,"  said  Selectman  Winters.  "Our  only  involvement 
is  with  the  tie-in  at  the  sewer  line  ...  and  we  currently  have  a 
moratorium  in  effect  which  we  can't  easily  lift.  There  are 
reasons  why  we've  put  a  moratorium  on  new  sewer 
connections."

On  March  3,  1998,  Environmental  Affairs  Secretary  Trudy  Coxe  awarded 
a  $15,000  stormwater  grant  to  the  Town  of  Mattapoisett  to  help  identify 
stormwater  pollution  sources  to  the  Town  Brook  system  and  develop   a 
strategy  for  improving  the  major  pollution  sources. 

"Clean  water  is  the  basis  for  traditional  industries  in  Massachusetts  like 
shellf ishing ,  aguaculture,  and  tourism,"  said  Coxe,  speaking  at  the 
Town  Hall.  "This  grant  program  allows  us  to  get  money  to  cities  and 
towns  so  they  can  prevent  contaminated  stormwater  from  polluting 
our  rivers  and  bays,  and  from  harming  the  fish  and  wildlife." 

Representative  William  Straus  ( D-Mattapoisett )  a  member  of  the 
legislature's  Natural  Resources  Committee  said  "I  appreciate  the 
administration's  support  in  helping  the  Town  identify  pollution 
sources.  As  a  coastal  community,  much  of  what  is  unique  and  special 
about  Mattapoisett  is  derived  from  its  harbor  and  bay  activities." 

The  Coastal  Pollutant  Remediation  (CPR)  grant  program  is  designed  to 
help  local  communities  identify  and  clean  up  sources  of  road  runoff  and 
other  stormwater  pollution  that  can  cause  problems  for  coastal  areas, 
such  as  swimming  beaches  and  shellfish  beds. 

"Towns  recognize  how  important  these  natural  resources  are  to  the 
local  economy  and  to  the  historical  and  cultural  character  of  the 
community,"  said  Peg  Brady,  director  of  the  Coastal  Zone  Management 
Program  (CZM).  "These  grants  reward  a  significant  amount  of  local  effort 
by  the  Town  to  solve  water  quality  issues." 

This  grant  awarded  to  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  Town  of  Mattapoisett 
has  allowed  the  Board  to  hire  a  consultant  to  map  the  existing  storm 
drainage  system,  sample  discharge  pipes  for  bacteria  and  nutrients, 
identify  pollution  sources  and  evaluate  the  potential  for  flooding 
in  the  brook  that  flows  through  the  center  of  town  and  enters 
Mattapoisett  Harbor  at  the  Town  Beach. 

This  is  another  example  of  the  Board  of  Health  following  through  on 
what  was  brought  out  on  Town  Meeting  floor  a  year  ago,  when  residents 
were  concerned  about  future  building  in  the  area  and  what  would  happen 
to  the  brook,  beach  and  harbor. 

I  was  asked  to  receive  this  grant  for  the  Town,  and  in  doing  so  I  was 
rewarded  for  the  efforts  that  I  believe  will  HELP  the  Town  now  and  in 
the  future,  when  more  money  will  be  distributed  for  these  projects.

adding  a  new  sewer  line,"  agreed  Chairman  Schaefer. 
"Private  sewer  lines  are  a  new  thing  to  (Marion) ...  things  are 
going  to  change.  But  right  now  we  have  to  protect  the 
townspeople,  which  is  why  we've  placed  a  moratorium  on 
sewer  connections." 

"We  are  not  trying  to  cause  a  problem,"  said  Paula 
Tosca.  "We're  trying  to  come  to  an  agreement  with  (the  Point 
Road  Sewer  Association) ...  we're  being  forced  to  come  to  you 
for  help,  even  though  this  is  a  private  line." 

"It's  not  an  easy  problem  to  solve  and  we  can't  have 
this  dumped  in  our  laps,"  said  Chairman  Schaefer.  "I  think 
we  need  to  take  this  under  advisement  and  research  the 
agreements  further." 

Though  he  declined  to  comment  during  the  meeting, 
Point  Road  Sewer  Association  agent  George  T.  J.  Walker 
claimed  that  everything  said  by  Mr.  Cerkovitz  and  Mr.  and 
Ms.  Tosca  was  "not  true."  He  said  the  three  residents  illegally 
hooked  up  their  sewer  lines  to  the  Point  Road  sewer 
extension  without  the  permission  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
or  the  Point  Road  Sewer  Association. 

"They  don't  want  to  be  responsible  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  (sewer)  line,"  Mr.  Walker  said.  "Everyone 
is  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  the  line  ...  it  just  so 
happens  they're  at  the  end  of  the  line.  They  entered  into  the 
agreement  with  full  knowledge.  As  of  April  3, 1997,  the  full 
extent  of  the  project  was  known  to  Mr.  Cerkovitz  and  the 
Toscas." 

Mr.  Walker  noted  that  15  other  land  owners  signed 
the  same  agreement  and  are  sharing  equally  in  the 
maintenance  of  the  private  sewer  line.

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  March  23, 1998 
at  6:30  pm  by  Chairman  Richard  D.  Cutler.

significantly. 

The  board  asked  Mr.  Mendoza  what  he  had  done 
with  the  dogs  to  lessen  their  barking. 

He  said,  to  begin  with,  he  boards  all  ten  dogs 
every  time  he  goes  out  of  town,  at  a  cost  of  $200  per  week. 
Adding  that  this  year  he  is  expected  to  travel  thirty-five 
weeks  out  of  the  year,  it  is  a  huge  out-of-pocket  expense 
for  him. 

In  addition,  he  is  insulating  the  kennels,  and  has 
made  them  semi-soundproof.  The  anti-barking  collars 
that  he  had  planned  to  use  on  the  dogs  turned  out  to  be 
more  cruel  than  effective.  Mr.  Mendoza  explained  that  if 
the  collars  were  left  on  them  for  long  periods  of  time,  they 
could  burn  holes  in  the  dog's  necks. 

He  went  on  to  say  that  he  felt  as  though  he  was 
taking  too  much  of  the  blame  for  the  problem,  citing  that 
several  animals  the  Vogels  have  on  their  property  — 
including  two  horses,  a  dog,  two  cats  a  pig  and  a  rooster 
—  aggravate  his  animals. 

Dog  Officer  Tom  Medeiros  said  that  he  had  not 
received  any  new  complaints,  nor  had  he  heard  the  dogs 
himself. 

Chairman  Cutler  explained  to  Mr.  Mendoza  that 
he  would  consider  the  issue  resolved  unless  there  were 
new  rounds  of  complaints.

The  board  next  received  a  letter  from  Constance 
Preston  of  Mendall  Road  and  Geraldine  Frates,  President 
of  Acushnet  Citizens  Together  Improving  Our 
Neighborhood,  Inc.  (ACTION),  both  of  whom  were 
expressing  their  displeasure  with  the  town's  local  cable 
committee  and  cable  service  in  failing  to  cover  the  recent 
Candidates'  Night  held  on  March  19. 

"The  Candidates'  Night  of  March  19  promised  to 
be  one  of  the  liveliest  that  has  been  held  in  recent  years," 
Ms.  Preston  wrote.  "The  number  of  candidates  for  the 
office  of  Selectman  alone  is  proof  that  this  is  an  important 
election  ...  To  not  have  made  the  necessary  arrangements 
to  have  a  cameraman  at  this  Candidates'  Night  is  not 
acceptable!" 

The  board  agreed  that  they  were  disappointed  in 
the  lack  of  coverage  from  the  Acushnet/Fairhaven  cable 
service.  "Many  people  expressed  their  displeasure  with 
not  being  able  to  see  coverage  of  Candidates'  Night  on 
cable  access,"  said  Chairman  St.  Jean. 

"It  was  a  big  disappointment  to  me  that  they 
didn't  cover  the  event,"  said  Selectman  Koczera.  "I  think 
we  should  invite  Donald  Lopes  in  from  the  Acushnet/ 
Fairhaven  cable  to  find  out  why  this  event  wasn't 
covered." 

The  board  agreed  to  request  that  Mr.  Lopes  and 
any  other  "contact  people"  from  the  cable  company 
attend  a  future  meeting  to  discuss  this  matter  further. 

The  board  received  a  final  estimate  from 
Clearwater  Associates  of  Westport  for  design  services  to 
bring  both  the  Town  Hall  and  Parting  Ways  Building  into

compliance  with  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act 
(ADA).  The  total  cost  of  the  design  project  would  be 
$39,240.  Selectman  Hardy  noted  that  since  Town  Meeting 
voters  had  previously  approved  $20,000  for  the  Town  Hall 
renovations,  he  suggested  placing  another  request  for 
$20,000  on  the  upcoming  Town  Meeting  warrant  to  cover 
the  entire  project.  With  that,  the  board  unanimously  voted 
to  award  the  design  contract  to  Clearwater  Associates 
pending  the  approval  of  an  additional  $20,000  from  Town 
Meeting  voters. 

The  Capital  Expenditure  Committee  submitted 
their  recommendations  for  several  long-term  projects 
which  have  been  requested  from  various  town 
departments.  Among  them:

•  Building  Inspector's  replacement  vehicle  -  the 
committee  recommends  that  this  vehicle  be  replaced  with 
a  sedan  or  truck/van; 

•  Selectmen's  request  for  renovations  to  Town 
Hall  -  the  committee  feels  that  this  project  should  be  put 
forward  to  the  town  for  consideration  to  bring  Town  Hall 
(and  the  Parting  Ways  Building)  into  compliance  with 
ADA  specifications;

project." 

At  7:00  pm  the  board  opened  a  Public  Hearing 
with  residents  and  abutters  to  Lisa  Avenue  to  discuss  the 
recent  recommendation  from  the  Safety  Committee  that  a 
parking  ban  be  placed  on  the  south  side  of  the  street.  The 
suggestion  was  first  made  by  Safety  Officer  Paul  Melo 
and  requested  by  the  Safety  Committee. 

The  board  noted  that  there  was  some  concern 
from  the  Fire  Department  in  getting  fire  apparatus  down 
the  narrow  street  with  vehicles  parked  on  both  sides. 
"Our  intent  here  is  to  accommodate  the  majority  of 
residents  on  the  street  and  not  cause  a  hardship  to 
anyone,"  Chairman  St.  Jean  said. 

One  resident  objected  to  the  move,  saying  that  he 
often  parks  his  trucks  on  the  street  in  front  of  his  home 
and  this  restriction  would  certainly  cause  problems  for 
him.

The  most  enjoyable  thing  about  Primary  Colors,  like  the 
bestseller  that  inspired  it,  is  its  smooth  mixture  of  cynicism  and 
idealism.  For  two  and  a  half  hours,  we're  submerged  in  an  insiders' 
world  of  major  politics  —  the  frazzled  men  and  women  who  give 
up  their  lives  to  get  someone  elected.  The  movie  won't  have  the 
cultural  impact  that  many  hope  (or  fear)  it  will,  but  it  should  serve 
as  a  wake-up  call  to  those  who  are  shocked  when  a  politician  turns 
out  to  be  a  slick  dissembler  or  worse.  Of  course  he  is  —  how  do  you 
think  he  got  there?  Power  corrupts,  baby. 

The  movie,  and  the  book  by  "Anonymous"  (Joe  Klein), 

Earallel  real-life  events  and  persons  in  ways  I  choose  not  to  discuss 
ere,  particularly  given  the  current  headlines.  Directed  by  Mike 
Nichols  from  a  witty  script  by  his  longtime  collaborator  Elaine 
May,  Primary  Colors  is  more  tragic  than  tabloid,  its  concerns  more 
timeless  than  timely.  Its  central  figure  is  Henry  Burton  (Adrian 
Lester),  a  smart  young  campaign  advisor  seduced  into  the 
presidential  race  ot  Governor  Jack  Stanton  (John  Travolta).  Henry, 
like  everyone  else,  isn't  quite  prepared  for  Stanton's  personal 
magnetism  —  he  finds  himself  on  board  before  he's  even  accepted 
the  job. 

Jack,  as  played  by  the  donut-wolfing  Travolta,  is  easy  and 
flexible  in  public,  explosively  moody  in  private  (there's  a  great 
comic  moment  involving  a  cell  phone).  Travolta  turns  on  the 
charm;  his  performance  is  itself  a  masterpiece  of  politicking.  Yet 
he's  most  charming  at  his  least  ingratiating,  when  he  gives  us  a 
peek  at  Jack's  shrewdness,  competitive  panic,  or  irrepressible 
libido.  Travolta's  contradictory  Jack  Stanton  refutes  the  very 
American  notion  that  great  politicians  must  also  be  everything  we 
want  them  to  be  as  human  beings. 

Jack's  team,  including  the  sardonic  Richard  Jemmons  (Billy 


Bob  Thornton)  and  the 
no-nonsense  Daisy 
Green  (Maura  Tierney), 
lose  sleep  over  the 
campaign  without 
necessarily  believing 
anything  they  say.  Even 
Jack's  loyal  wife  Susan 
(Emma  Thompson)  has 
a  hard-bitten,  realistic 
attitude  towards  him,  an 
attitude  born  of  years  of  weathering  his  little  flings.  Thompson  is 
terrific  here  —  she  almost  steals  the  movie  with  one  line,  when 
someone  apologizes  to  her  for  talking  shop  with  Jack  over  chicken 
wings;  Thompson's  plastic  response,  "Of  course  I  don't  mind! 
How  else  will  I  learnr",  is  wortn  the  price  of  admission  by  itself. 
Whenjack  is  pulled  into  mud-slinging  tactics,  in  self-defense 
against  Democratic  opponents,  Primary  Colors  successfully 
straddles  the  line  between  comedy  and  tragedy.  Both  are  present 
in  the  character  of  Libby  Holden  (Kathy  Bates  in  the  great 
performance  of  the  new  year  so  far),  a  self-styled  "dustbuster" 
who  specializes  in  neutralizing  scandals.  Libby  goes  way  back 
with  Jack  and  Susan,  back  to  the  days  when  everything  seemed 
simpler  and  clear-cut.  Problem  is,  Jack  and  Susan  have  gotten 
older,  smoother,  ethically  relaxed;  Libby  has  remained  a  blunt  and 
rigid  person,  traits  that  the  movie  admires.  Libby  is  the  film's  holy 
fool,  who  digs  up  dirt  on  Jack's  competitor  (Larry  Hagman)  and 
delivers  the  info  to  Jack  and  Susan  as  a  test:  Will  they  use  it  or  spike 
it?  Bates'  reaction  when  Libby  discovers  the  answer  is  the  finest 
work  she's  done  in  a  movie. 

Jack  has  a  scene  with  Henry,  late  in  the  film,  in  which  he  talks 
about  the  political  bull  necessary  to  get  to  the  top — and  then,  once 
you're  president,  you  can  be  honest  and  get  things  done!  It's  one 
of  the  saddest-funniest  scenes  in  recent  memory,  a  succinct  capsule 
review  of  the  life  of  a  politician  —  a  life  so  tainted  by  illusion  and 
delusion  that  even  Jack  doesn't  seem  to  know  any  more  whether  he 
believes  what  he's  saying  or  is  just  seducing  himself  into  believing 
it.  We  know  Jack  will  triumph  (if  for  no  other  reason  than  that  his 
real-world  counterpart  did),  but  his  victory  leaves  us  feeling  both 
satisfied  and  hollow.  Satisfied,  because  we're  fond  of  him,  flaws 
and  all;  hollow,  because  we're  still  not  sure,  even  as  the  end  credits 
roll,  whether  we  should  trust  our  fondness.

1  pound  ground  turkey 
1  T  olive  oil 

1  32-ounce  (or  two  16-ounce  cans 
tomato  sauce 

1  6-8  ounce  can  tomato  paste 

1  medium  red  bell  pepper 

1  medium  green  bell  pepper 

1/2  medium  white  onion 

1  16-ounce  package  spaghetti  noodles 

1  tsp.  Italian  seasoning 

1  tsp.  oregano 

1  tsp.  garlic  salt 

freshly  grated  Parmesan  cheese 

1  cup  fresh  mushroom  slices 

Dice  the  onion.  Chop  the  red  and 
green  pepper  into  half-inch  chunks.  In 
a  large  skillet  or  Dutch  oven,  heat  the 
olive  oil  over  medium  heat.  Add  the 
diced  onion,  garlic  salt  and  ground 
turkey  and  stir  until  the  onions  are 
softened  and  the  turkey  is  thoroughly 
cooked.  Drain  any  oil  or  fat  from  the 
skillet.  Pour  in  the  tomato  paste  and 
sauce  and  allow  to  simmer.  Add  the 
peppers,  Italian  seasoning  and  oregano 
and  mushrooms.  Allow  to  cook  for 
30-45  minutes,  stirring  often.  Reduce 
the  heat  if  the  sauce  starts  to  boil  vig- 
orously.
